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OUR FRONTISPIECE

Dr. James Kendall Hosmer became libra- 
rian of the Minneapolis Public Library in 
April, 1892, following Mr. Herbert Putnam. 
For twelve years he administered the library 
with scholarly ability. The library was a 
young library when he became its admin- 
istrative head; its collection of books was 
small and relatively unimportant. Dr. 
Hosmer brought a ripe mind and a long 
experience with the scholarly world to his 
new career of librarianship. During the 
twelve years he built up a splendid collection 
of books, giving his own knowledge and 
careful judgment to the selection. 

He gave much more than this to the 
young library. He was a delightful speaker, 
full of humor and anecdote. He had a 
delightful genius for story telling which he 
kept to the very end of life. Always an 
addition to any gathering, and a much 


sought-for speaker before clubs and organ- 
izations, he made friends for the library in 
every direction. 

In 1904, at the age of seventy years, he 
retired from an active career, having risen 
to the highest professional recognition as 
President of the American Library Asso- 
ciation the year previous to his retirement. 

But his career as a librarian was only the 
last of several professional careers. He had 
been poet and preacher, soldier and teacher, 
biographer and historian. Ordained as a 
Unitarian preacher in Deerfield, Massa- 
chusetts, he temporarily left this pastorate 
to become a corporal in a Massachusetts 
regiment in 1862-63. Two books which he 
wrote at this time, ‘“The Color Guard,” a 
diary of his war experiences, and “The 
Thinking Bayonet,” a novel on the same 
theme, won him warm praise from such men 
as John Bright, and paved the way for many 
future literary friends. 

Later, he turned to teaching and became 
Professor of English Literature in Antioch 
College from 1866 to 1872, and in Missouri 
University from 1872 to 1874. Then as 
teacher of German and English Literature 
he went to Washington University at St. 
Louis, from 1874 to 1892. It was in this 
last position that he wrote a “Short History 
of German Literature” which became a 
standard work of its day. It was also in 
St. Louis that Dr. Hosmer became interested 
in libraries, serving for a number of years on 
the Board of the St. Louis Public Library. 

From his early days Dr. Hosmer had been 
a constant contributor to many magazines; 
he became the personal friend of such famous 
people as Howells, Phillips Brooks, Emerson, 
Charles W. Eliot, Louisa M. Alcott, and 
Charles Francis Adams, while John Fiske 
was his intimate friend. His last book called 
“The Last Leaf,” published in 1912, was a 
volume of reminiscences and anecdotes of 
his friends who were the best known names 
in American literature. 

His chief literary work was along biograph- 
ical and historical lines. He contributed 
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“The Story of the Jews’ to “The Story of 
the Nations” series, and the life of “Samuel 
Adams” to the ‘American Statesmen” 
series. These were followed by two impor- 
tant biographies, ‘“The Life of Young Sir 
Henry Vane” and ‘The Life of Thomas 
Hutchinson,” the latter written while he was 
librarian, and which later brought him the 
honor of giving the chief address at a dedi- 
cation in the First Church in Boston of a 
memorial arch in honor of Thomas Hut- 
chinson, given by the Colonial Society of 
Massachusetts. There are many other 
important works, the fruit of his pen, which 
we may not enumerate here. 

Dr. Hosmer had the degrees of A. B. and 
A. M. from Harvard, Ph.D. from Missouri 
University, and LL.D. from Washington 
University, St. Louis. But the degree which 
pleased him most was given when he 
attended his seventieth class reunion. At 
this time, Harvard conferred upon her 
eminent son, now over ninety years of age, 
the degree of LL.D. 

For many years after his literary labors 
were over, Dr. Hosmer continued to come 
daily to the library. His reading was up to 
date and most varied, and his mind as keen 
and interested in world events as ever, his 
gift of story telling as delightful as ever. 

He has many claims to fame, but the 
people of Minneapolis and his devoted 
library staff not only respected him for his 
intellectual accomplishments, but loved him 
as their genial and sweet souled friend. 
Sweet souled he was, and it showed forth 
in every scrap of his writings, in all his 
human relationships, in all goings and 
comings among us. He has no greater 
claim to lasting fame than the beautiful life 
he lived and the perfumed memory in the 
hearts of his friends.

Art and Understanding comes to us, a new art 

eriodical, to be semi-annual, published by Phillips 
omeacial Gallery, Washington, D. C. November, 
1929, is vol. 1, no. 1; March, 1930, will be no. 2. 
Price of this vol. 1, complete in two issues, $1.00, 
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“an absolutely independent, unprejudiced, and dis- 
interested magazine relating art to life and the 
present tendencies of art to the traditions and stand- 
ards of its historical past.’’ This new semi-annual 
comes just as the other new art quarterly Eastern Art 
announced that henceforth it will be an annual. 

Bookwise is the happy title of a little new magazine 
of pocket size, issued by the publishers of Fleet’s 
Review, that competitor for some of The Readers 
Digest field. Bookwise (vol. 1, no. 1, November, 1929) 
will be a monthly and will point out to the literary- 
minded citizen the fifteen most noteworthy or inter- 
esting books by giving reviews of them. ‘Three long 
reviews (15 to 20 pages) each month, by reviewers 
selected for their ability and knowledge of the special 
field covered, and twelve short notices (3 to 10 
pages) by those who can in a clear and fresh style 
give the meaning of these books noticed. Here is 
another phase of the “Book Club” idea to induce 
more reading. The books of the month are figura- 
tively spread out before you, cafeteria style, so you 
may load your tray with the viands your appetite 
craves. 

Century. Our old friend ended its monthly career 
last August, vol. 118 being complete in four issues 
(May, June, July, August, 1929). With the Autumn, 
1929, issue we have Century, a popular quarterly, vol. 
119, no. 1, new cover, new style magazine. Just for 
excitement the Century, vol. 118, has decided to make 
its title and index cover also vol. 119, no. 1, and with 
1930, vol. 120, will begin and cover the calendar year. 
So we have a four-number volume, followed by a one- 
number volume, and that in turn to be followed by a 
four-number volume. You will want to bind vols. 
118-119 together, else how can you use the index? 
If you have already bound vol. 118, well you perhaps 
have thought of a word to relieve your feelings. 

The Character Group is the name adopted by their 
publisher to describe three new magazines. Did 
anyone ever start three magazines at the same time 
in all the time that periodicals have flourished, and 
that is something like two hundred and fifty years! 
This outstanding (we don’t like that word, it’s used 
nowadays too much) fact is the notable point about 
The Thinker, Popular Biography, and The American 
Short Story. They are the first triplets to be born 
among periodicals. Their birthday (vol. 1, no. 1) is 
November, 1929. They are of the small or pocket- 
size and are certainly interesting children. 

Thinker “‘gives in simple direct language the find- 
ings of philosophers, psychologists, scientists.” 

Popular Biography “‘unrolls a picturesque tapestry 
of the past, rich in colorful individuals and episodes.’’ 

American Short Story “endeavors to reflect life 
artistically.” 

“These three intellectually complement each 
other.”” Monthly, $7.50 a year, or singly your choice, 
$3.00. 25c. a copy. 

Congregationalist. American missionaries have 
various experiences in the foreign field. Some, if we 
may believe that old song of the sleek one, “who left 
a mark on the sand where he sat,’’ were made into 
soup by the cannibals. With January, 1929, The 
Congregationalist took the cannibal réle, and swal- 
lowed The American Missionary, but each month his 
ghost returns bibliographically to plague us, for the 
fourth issue of each month of The Congregationalist is 
called American Missionary. Of course, this is a 
harmless idea, borrowed from The Survey and Survey 
Graphic, but when a library happens to have paid for 
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1929 for both Congregationalist and American Mis- 
sionary, it received two copies of American Missionary 
each month during 1929. What we shall do with 
our old librarians isn’t half so urgent as what to do 
to our queer magazines. 

Engineering and Mining Journal will, with the first 
of the new year, 1930, split up into three magazines 
and itself become a semi-monthly. So we shall have 
the following rather complicated plan. 

Engineering and Mining Journal (semi-monthly), 
$4.00, to circulate in U.S. A. and possessions only. 

Engineering and Mining World (monthly), $4.00, to 
all the Americas outside of U.S. A., $5.00 to all other 
countries. If wanted in U.S. A. a subscription will 
cost $6.50. 

Engineering and Mining Journal Metal and Mineral 
Markets (weekly), $2.00 in U. S. A.; $5.00 in all the 
rest of the Americas; $10 in all other countries. 

Magazine of Business, a Shaw periodical, died 
August, 1929, with vol. 56, no. 2, and was succeeded 
by The Business Week, vol. 1, no. 1, September 7, 1929. 
We hope no one will be surprised to learn that vol. 56 
has no title-page and index, as none was due until 
December, and the poor thing died in August. Fur- 
thermore, the new publishers of Business Week will 
issue no index as such a journal “would not call for 
such an index, as its frequency of issue and singular 
timeliness puts it in the class of a magazine-news- 
paper.”’ oo 

Manuscripts, a magazine of contemporary writing, 
vol. 1, no. 1, October, 1929. This new monthly will 
devote itself to the college field, encouraging students’ 
literary efforts, acquainting students and professors 
with the most advanced thought of recognized literary 
authorities. It is a beautiful piece of printing, this 
first number, and contains much interesting material. 
$5.00 a year. 

Mentor. Our old friend Mentor, with September, 
1929, vol. 17, no. 8, takes on such a radical change as 
hardly to be recognized. From $4.00 to $2.50, from 
the periodical which we knew as devoting each issue 
to some one subject, with beautiful illustrations, to 
an ultra-modern type of magazine with fantastic 
pictures, some of them incolor. As one of our friends 
expressed it, “Mentor has been jazzed up.”’ Libra- 
rians will not care for it as before. The size is 11% x 
81% inches, the same as it has been in recent times, 
but really its name should be changed. 

Petroleum Engineer, “edited and circulated only for 
those actively engaged in the operating departments 
of the industry,” makes its bow. Vol. 1, no. 1, 
October, 1929, is a full-fledged magazine of 226 pages 
and we believe a pioneer in the plan of spreading the 
advertising so thick that you will find no text pages 
without a back or face advertisement. In the 
center of the number is a fine rotogravure section of 
portraits and pictures. This new monthly comes 
from Oklahoma. 

Projection Engineering (vol. 1, no. 1, September, 
1929) comes forth to fill the place left vacant by the 
untimely death of Television, New York, which pub- 
lished but four numbers, and then turned over its 
subscribers to Television, London. The sub-title of 
Projection Engineering is ‘Television, Sound and 
Light Projection, Theatrical Engineering,” and it 

will be the journal of the sound and light projection 
industries, offering the facts only, and in a conserva- 
tive way. 

Travel Trade started in August, 1929, to cover the 
business of conducted tours, a business that has of 
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recent years grown very rapidly. The journal is 
intended as a clearing house for ideas and information 
among the different tour companies, though not 
sponsored by any of them. Its interest to the would- 
be traveler is in its very full record, chronologically 
arranged, of “conducted tours,’’ covering the an- 
nounced cruises for nine months ahead. Also there 
is a valuable list of “‘literature’”’ publications of steam 
and rail lines, booklets that may be had for the asking. 
Many libraries collect these valuable pamphlets. 
$2.00 a year. 

United States Aviation Quarterly (vol. 1, no. 1, 
June-August, 1929) is a valuable new-comer in this 
growing field. It will aim to give official information 
from government sources for the aviation industry. 
“Full text announcements from our government, 
unabridged and of course uncolored by editorial 
opinion.’’ This quarterly was published by David 
Lawrence, the founder and publisher of the United 
States Daily. It is now merged in the United States 
Daily. 

World’s Work must have reached its second child- 
hood and is imitating St. Nicholas by having only 
one volume a year, but splitting it into two parts, 
each with a title-page and index. January, 1929, 
began as vol. 58, no. 1 (because vol. 57 was complete 
in two numbers, November and December, 1928), 
and in June a title-page and index of Vol. 58, Part [, 
was issued, the magazine going on with July as vol. 58, 
no. 7, etc. A jolly artful plan as the English would 
say. 

Youth’s Companion. It is with a real feeling of 
regret that we bid good-bye to this old juvenile, 
founded in 1827 and loved by many an elderly man, 
as well as by thousands of young folks. American 
Boy will try to carry on and is using a double volume 
number, November, 1929, the first combined issue 
— 31-103, November, 1929, “founded in

Certainly his later 
book, ‘‘Dime Novels,” brings to our minds a vivid 
picture of that phase of story writing, long ago past 
and well-nigh forgotten. From Civil War times 
down to the eighties they flourished, and fortunes 
were made for their publishers. Mr. Pearson, with 
the wonderful O’Brien collection now in the New 
York public library at his command, has in this book 
covered the subject for us in a masterly way. 
Extracts from these blood-and-thunder, though 
always highly moral tales, make the book most inter- 
esting. There were several phases of these dime and 
nickel novels. Stories of the American Revolution, 
of Indian warfare in the East, of the hunters on the 
great plains and West, and of New York detectives. 
Even into the nineties there were many boys’ stories 
published, usually at a nickel each, and these series 
are covered in the final chapters of the book. And 
his interesting series of ‘Readers’ Recollections” 
gives what he has been told by other authors regarding 
their acquaintance with this literary deluge so over- 
whelming in its proportion while it lasted.

Here will 
be found the interesting story of life under wilderness 
conditions, of the growing ports, the mining, the fur 
trapping. The author makes quite real for us the 
life about those wonderful mission churches of the 
Southwest, the people who built the Creole mansions 
of New Orleans. He brings back the days when the 
Dutch were farming in the Hudson and Mohawk 
valleys. We learn how all these nations helped to 
lay a share in the foundations of our present day 
United States. The volume closes with a “critical 
essay on authorities,” bibliographical, and a very 
full index.

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DAVID MORTON — A BIBLIOGRAPHY

David Morton was born at Nashville, Tennessee, in 1886, and was graduated from Vanderbilt University 
with the degree of B.S. in 1909. After graduation he joined the staff of the Louisville Evening Post as a reporter. 
He later became connected with the Associated Press, and for a time was engaged in editorial work for the 
Louisville Courier-Journal and the Louisville Herald. In 1915 he became a teacher of English in the Louisville 
Boys’ High School, and in 1918 he went to Morristown, New Jersey, where he taught history and English in 


the High School until 1924, when he accepted a call to Amherst College. 


At Amherst he was first appointed 


Associate Professor of English, and two years later was promoted to a full professorship. Since coming to 
Amherst Mr. Morton has done much to stimulate the writing of poetry among the undergraduate;.
